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SANTA ANNA. 
HE fate of Santa ANNA is still clouded in uncer- 
tainty. He has been twice or thrice reported shot, 
and that news has been quickly contradicted. It would 
surprise no one, however, to hear definitely of his 
trial by court-martial, and of his death as the penalty | 
of his ambition. 
So far as the United States is concerned, we shall 
have nothing to reproach ourselves with, if SANTA 
ANNA shall perish by the hands of the Mexicans. 
Yet so boldly and artfully have suggestions sometimes 
been made that our Government was complicated with 
him, that it was well enough, perhaps, to make the 
explanation which was, in fact, recently made. But 
the elaborate document which Mr. Sewarp has pub- 
lished only makes officially certain what has long been 
practically evident, that the old one-legged General 
has been either duped himself or has been guilty of 
duplicity. Long ago, in reviewing his course during 
the Mexican history of the last half dozen years, we 
showed how Santa ANNA had thoroughly and finally 
committed himself to the Imperial cause while that 
cause promised success. His record on that point is 
so absolutely clear that the ingenious sophistry by 
which he has attempted to wriggle out of it only ex- 
cites laughter and contempt. When the tide began to 
set against Imperialism, and the United States, re- 
lieved from’civil war, ordered NAPOLEON out of Mex- 
ico, SANTA ANNA came out new gilt in Republicanism, 
and called upon his countrymen to put him at their 
head and repel the invader. His countrymen did not 
respond to the call. At this point, either SANTA 
ANNA fell into the schemes of a set of sharpers, or 
else undertook himself to be sharp. He came to the 
United States, and undertook to open a confidential 
correspondence with Mr. SeEwarp. Mr. SEWARD so 
much likes to be the recipient of confidences that the 
task seemed easy; but even Mr. S—EwARD could not 
gtand Sanra ANNa«’s new conversion to liberalism. 
The Secretary gave the veteran adventurer the cold 
shoulder, and Santa ANNA sailed to Mexico, where,

That Mr. Sewarp declared that our Government 
must not now interfere in behalf of SANTA ANNA is 
not surprising.

THe Annual College Regatta at Worcester was, this 
year, a most successful affair. Like last year’s race, 
it resulted, as most persons anticipated, in favor of 
Harvard. But the wonderful ‘‘time ’? made—a time 
without parallel in the annals of college racing—enti- 
tles Harvard not only to the championship of the Uni- 
versities, but to the championship of the United 
States. To hold at one and the same time the cham- 
pionship of New England in base ball, and that of the 
Union in oarsmanship is ‘‘ glory enough’”’ for the lads 
of the most ancient of American colleges. Harvard, 
however, has, at times before this, held the rowing 
championship of the United States. Nine years ago 
it conquered the seven best boats of Boston in a six- 
mile race on the Charles River; it shortly after de- 
feated the then champion boat of New York. The 
time of the famous ‘‘ Gersa BANKER” crew of New- 
burg, in 1860, was this year beaten over twenty-four 
seconds by Harvard. 

The victories of Harvard are probably, like those of 
Oxford over Cambridge, to be accounted for by the 
superiority of its rowing, than which there could be 
no finer combination of grace, mechanism and power. 
This superiority having been manifest ever since the 
inter-collegiate matches began, 7. e., fourteen years 
(during which Harvard has held the championship 
all but four or five years), we need not discuss her 
style of rowing. But we question very much wheth- 
er, after all, the old custom of carrying a coxswain 
could not be revived to advantage. Inthe late match, 
for example, we observed (and wonder that it has 
‘been alluded to in none of the descriptions of the 
race) that the stroke and bow oars of both victor and 
vanquished appeared to be the worst pumped men in 
either boat. The stroke of the Harvard appeared 
much distressed, as did also the bow; the stroke of 
the Yale, a splendidly formed young fellow, was row- 
ing, as he came in, with his head and neck ducking 
forward and back at every stroke. Now, taking it for 
granted that these men were the best oarsmen in their 
respective boats, why were they so exhausted? The 
reason evidently was because of the men‘al distress, 
not the physical, imposed upon them. The stroke, 
besides having to do a man’s work, feels the care of 
the crew, the responsibility of the boat, the responsi- 
biiity of the race, as one may say, on his shoulders. 
He feels, too, the mental anxiety of quickening, or 
slowing, or holding steady his stroke, not knowing, 
without thought, which policy at any given moment 
may be the best. The bow not only has to pull as

seen why it is that, in many races, the bow and the 
stroke are the worst used-up men in the boat. 

Now, if all this anxiety about steering, about the 
condition of the crew, about the responsibility of win- 
ning the race, about quickening or slowing the stroke 
for a given purpose, about making a quick turn, is 
shifted from the bow and stroke to the coxswain, it 
would seem as though the two former weuld profit by 
the relief. The great objection is, of course, in the 
extra weight of the coxswain. But if both colleges 
should agree to row with a coxswain, it would be as 
fair for one as the other. 

In one of the minor races, got up to provide variety 
in the sport, the Yale Freshmen beat the Harvard 
Freshmen. ‘This result, also, was generally expected, 
the winning crew being stronger than their opponents. 
However, it added spirit to the grand college race, 
and had a good effect in consoling the vanquished 
Yale men for the main defeat of the day. Above all, 
success in a side race is of good omen for the future. 
Whenever Yale has won the University race, Harvard 
has won the majority of the other races, if not the 
whole of them, and so derived confidence for the year 
tocome. On the other hand, Harvard has, in sev- 
eral instances, won every race, dispiriting her oppo- 
nent to an extent unfavorable for matches to come. 
Yale can pretty safely count on a Sophomore victory 
next year, and perhaps may be able to seize the cham- 
pionship, also. The Harvards have more than once 
been caught napping from over-confidence, and a 
smart defeat of Harvard next year would be the best 
thing in the world for both Harvard and Yale. 

Tue subject of Army officers holding diplomatic 
posts in foreign countries, which was broached by the 
JOURNAL, has, we are very happy to see, attracted 
the notice not only of the Government but of the 
Press. The New York Zribune, after our third arti- 
cle on the subject of General Kitparrick’s resigna- 
tion, came out with an editorial summary of all the 
points we made, taking the same view, of course, and 
endorsing our conclusions. Shortly after, its Wash- 
ington correspondent tells us that General Kinpar- 
RICK’s resignation has hot reached the PRESIDENT, 
and that the subject has been “‘ frequently talked over 
‘‘in official circles.’ Direction has been given, says 
this correspondent, ‘‘to the proper officer to notify 
‘“‘General Krtpatrick of the fact, and request him to 
‘* put his resignation in proper form for acceptance.” 
The same writer tells us that Colonel Biss, Secretary 
of Legation to Prussia, still holds his commission in 
the army, and he has likewise been notified. We are 
glad to see this evidence that our repeated remon- 
strances have had a good effect in at length arousing 
public and official attention to the matter. We had 
in mind moe instances than that of General Kitpat- 
RICK, in our criticisms, but preferred to let one stand 
for all. Now that the matter has once been brought 
to general view, it will probably be settled in the right 
way, and there will be no longer need of our taking up 


the subject again.

Governor McCormick, of Arizona, on the 28th of April, 
wrote the following letter to Major-General McDowstt, 
commanding the Department of California : 

I find that at Fort McDowell, and at other posts, they 
[Indian captives taken by the troops] have been turned 
over to civilians without any process of law. I learn of 
instances in which children have been sold by the troops; 
of others, in which they have been exchanged for goods, 
and, in cases where they have been given to the Pima and 
Maricopa Indians, those tribes have afterward sold them 
to the whites. Moreover, I am informed that, at McDowell, 
‘t has been the custom to deliver the adult female Apache 
iaptives over to the Pimas and Maricopas for slaughter. 

Upon the receipt of this communication General Mc- 
Dowe tt, issued the following order: 

Officers who have commanded, or who now command, 
districts or posts in Arizona, will immediately, on the re- 
ceipt hereof, make investigation, and report to Department 
Headquarters as fo)lows : 

lst. What, if any, Indian captured by troops under 
their command have been turned over to civilians ? If 
any. by whom, and to whom, turned over ? 

2d, What, if any, Indian children captured by troops 
under their command have been sold by the troops? If 
any, by whom, and to whom sold ? 

3. What, if any, Indian children captured by the troops 
under their command have been exchanged for goods? Ii 
any, by whom, and with whom exchanged ? 

4th. T'o what extent, if at all, have adult female Apache 
captives been delivered over to the Pimas and Maricopas 
for “slaughter ?” If any, who were they, when, and by 
whom, was it done ? 

‘These charges, as well by tho heivousness of the offenses 
specified, as by the high source from which they come, 
ave most damaging to the character of the service, and 
must be fully investigated and answered by every officer to 
whom this circular is sent. 





Tug Secretary of theTreasury, in answer to a resolution, 
transmitted to the Senate the following letter from the 
Second Auditor : 

Str :—In reply to your request for information whether 
any means can be adopted to expedite the payment of the 
bounties provided by the act approved July 28, 1867. I 
have the honor to report, that every possible effort has been 
made by this office to hasten the settlement of this class 
of claitns, and that there are as many clerks engaged on the 
examination of rolls and final settlements as can be safely 
and profitably employed. After further remark the Auditor 
says there are upon an average 30,000 roils at the Comp- 
troller’s with accounts which have been settled in this office 
and sent there for revision and confirmation. During the 
year ending June 30, 1867, there were issued in this office 
86,680 claims of soldiers or their heirs, 125,640 certificates 
farnished, ofter examination of the rolls, to the Paymaster 
General, and 8,560 to the Commissioner of Pensions, equi- 
valent to the settlement of 220,881 claims involving the 
use of tho rolls. There are now forty-five clerks constantly 
employed in searching rolls and preparing certificates for 
the Paymaster-General, and the Commissioner of Pensions. 
During the months of last April, May and June the number 
of certificates furnished to the Paymaster-General was 
38,080, being an average of 12,693, per month. The number 
of claims of heirs and discharged soidiers received in this 
office for settlement during the year ending June 30, 1867, 
was 235,431, a large proportion of which were based upon 
the resolution of July 26, 1866, granting bounty to colored 
soldiers, and the act of July 28, 1866, giving additional boun- 
ty to heirs. It became necessary to reduce the ordinary set- 
tling force of this office to take charge of the registering, 
bricfing, filing and examination of this large accession of 
claims ; and as more than half of them were imperfectly 
prepared, the labor has been largely increased, and it was 
not until June last that it was possible to commence their 
settlement. In the courso of a couple of months they will 
probably be settled at the rate of fifteen thousand per 
month, andif possible the number of settlements will be 
increased. ‘ 

Tue Secretary of War transmitted to the House of Rep- 
resentatives a letter from the Paymaster-General, in reply to 
a resolution directing the Secretaries of War and the Trea- 
sury to inform the House what further legislation, if any, 
was necessary to facilitate the payment of the additional 
bounty granted by the act of July 28, 1866. General 
Brice, says: 

So far as relates to this bureau, I am of the opinion that 
no further legislation is necessary. Paymasters and clerks, 
us many as can successfully engage in the work of examin- 
ing and paying the claims for additional bounty, are dili- 
gently and industriously employed. Any change in the 
system now in progress, I feel sure, would tend rather to 
retard than to facilitate the accomplishment of the desired 
end. It is proper to explain that the rolls to which ref- 
erence must be had for the authentication of each bounty 
claim have passed from the custody of the the office to that 
branch of the Treasury Department, the office of Second 
Au ior, to which they finally peitain, for the examination 
and settlement of disbursing officers’ accounts. This 
bureau is, therefore, dependent upon the Auditor for es- 
sential facts to be derived from the rolls in his possession be- 
fore the claims can be finally determined and paid. The 
payments follow just as rapidly as the answers to our in- 
quiries are received from the Auditor. With the present 
facilities of this office, the number paid monthly could be 
largely increased if it were possible for the Second Auditor 
to supply us with the needed data. Whether that officer, 
with an increase of his clerical force, could hasten the 
work in his office, or whether he has not already as many 
clerks engaged as the special matter of furnishing data to 
us, from its nature, can be profitably so employed, are 
questions properly to be answered by himself. 

A Boaxp of officers, to consist of Brevet Brigadier- 
General Rozent Atten, Chief Quartermaster Military 





Division of the Pacific, Colonel R. W. Krexman, Chief 
Commisary Department of California, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel C, C. Kzzxy, Surgeon U. 8S. Army, has been con- 
vened at San Francisco, Cal., to examine and report upon 
the kind, quality and quantity of the ration to be iesued to 
the troops about to occupy the posts in the territory lately 
acquired from Russia. Consideration will be given to the 
fact that beef-cattle and sheep are not procurable in the 
territory and will have to be introduced by the troops, and 
that fish is very abundant. 


Tue Indian Bill, as it finally passed and became a law» 
contains the following provisions : 


First. A commission of three officers, not below the rank 
of brigadier-general, to be selected by the President; N. 
G. Tayton, Commissioner of Indian Affairs; J. B. Hen- 
DERSON, Chairman Senate Committee on Indian Affairs; 
Joun B. Sannorn and §S. F. Tarpry, who shall have power 
to treat with the hostile tribes. 

Second. 'The commissioners to have the power to select a 
sufficient area of country for reservations on which to 
receive all the tribes east of the Rocky Mountains not now 
permanently residing on reservations, said reservations to 
be so located as not to interfere with any of the leading 
railroads now building or projected. 

Third. To carry out these provisions the sum of one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is appropriated; and, 
to enable the Secretary of the Interior to subsist such 
friendly Indians as have separated, or may hereafter 
separate, from the hostile bands, three hundred thoasand 
dollars is appropriated. 

Fourth. 1£ the commissioners fail to secure peace and the 
consent of the Indians to remove to such reservations, the 
Secretary of War is authorized to accept the services of 
mounted Volunteers, to the number of four thousand, for 
such term of service as in his judgment may be necessary 
for the suppression of Indian hostilities, 

Tue following decision of the Judge-Advocate General 
U 8. Army, on the receipt of the proceedings of a Regi- 
mental Court- martial, is published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned : 

Bureau Mixitary Justice, May 30, 1867. 
* * * * * -* 

The within Regimental Court having been detailed at 
Headquarters Seventeenth U. S. Infantry, and this fact 
rendering it probable that one or more field officers are there 
present for duty, the within records are respectfully re- 
turned, as a mode of calling General Surrin4y's atten 
tion to the fact that by the Act of July 17, 1862, the garrison 
or regimental court is superseded by the field officers court, 
except in those cases in which it is impracticable to detail 
such officer as aCourt. In the case of many, perhaps most 
military posts, the garrison or regimental court is necessary, 
there being no field officer present ; but where a field officer 
caw be detailed, as seems probable in the present instance, 
the language of the act in question, makes it an imperative 
duty to doso. 

The digest of opinions, J. A. G., p. 102, and subsequent, 
is respectfully referred to, as showing the present condition 
of the law of this subject.

General Custer left Wallace on the 13th. He found 
the bodies of Lieutenant Kipper, Second Cavalry, and ten 
men killed and scalped on Beaver Creek, 47 miles north of 
Fort Wallace.

Tue annual regatta between the crews of Yale and 
Harvard Colleges came off at Lake Quinsigamond, near 
Worcester, Mass., on Friday afternoon the 19th inst. The 
rivalry between the Colleges, as well as the long course of 
training which the contestants undergo, give to these races 
more than usual interest, and consequently the alumni, 
and the students and friends of the members of the 
crews, came together from all sides and every State to 
witness the crowning struggle of the collegiate year ; for, 
really, the stroke oar of the winning boat in the University 
race is a greater man in the eyes of his comrades than the 
valedictorian who has been head of his class since his first 
matriculation as a student. In fact, a leafless crown 
of bay encircles the brow of a modern college athlete, 
as really as did a circlet of leaves the brows of the 
victor at the Olympic games of ancient Greece. There is, 
after all, a very fair show of sense in this exaltation of the 
man of mighty muscle and ordinary capacity over the 
mere book-worm; but a young fellow with a good di. 
gestion and a healthy body is apt to be more of a man in 
every way than one who knows no more burning sun. 
rays, than those who find their way into some alcove where 
the air is thick with the learning of bygone days. 

However, a race is an exciting sight, and it was for this 
reason, rather than because of any abstruse thought on the 
subject, that such crowds of spectators lined the shores of 
Lake Quinsigamond last Friday afternoon. The Weather, 
it is true, was not altogether propitious, but as it was 
known that the race would take place, rain or shine, very 
few staid at home because of the rain which fell before the 
races, and threatened during their continuance. Lake 
Quinsigamond is divided into two parts by a causeway, 
through which a stream flows of sufficient width to enable 
a boat to pass from one part of the lake to the other very 
readily. The upper part of the lake affords a stretch of 
over a mile and a half, so that boats starting from near the 
causeway, and rounding a stake-boat placed at the upper 
part of the lake, where it begins to narrow, will have to 
pass over a distance of three miles. ‘This year the stake 
boat was some four hundred feet further up the leke than 
it was last year, as it was then moved a little nearer the 
judge’s boat so as to give more room for turning. The 
scene at the lake before the start was a very lively one, 
although it could not properly be called brilliant, as the 
shores of the luke, although alive with men and women, 
are heavily wooded, except near the causeway and at Re- 
gatta Point. At this latter place a number of boards were 
erected for seats, after the approved circus fashion, and the 
sittings were numbered in red chalk; but as these numbers 
were speedily effaced by the rain and the feet of those who 
stood on them, each person reserved the seat where he 
happened tobe. Every little while one of the seats would 
give way, but, fortunately, nobody was hurt. 

The judge’s boat was placed about three hundred feet 
from the causeway, and in a line with a rope which 
stretched from the anchored buoys. At half past 3 o’clock 
Water Brown, of Portland, started to row three miles 
against time, giving out that he vould beat the best time 
Hanmi ever made, and do the distance in twenty-two 
minutes and twelve seconds. As it was, he did it in 
twenty-three minutes, and might have made it forty-eight 
seconds sooner had the water been smoother. As he passed 
Regatta Point, both in going up and return, Brown rowed 
the same long, sweeping stroke, and did not appear to be 
going as fast as he did. He certainly is a magnificent 
oarsman, and would be a national favorite were it not for 
the fact that it is thought he is tricky and more anxious to 
make money than win a race. The first race was for single 
sculls, the distance being two miles; first prize $100, 
second prize $50. This race was won by Jonn McKett, 
of Cold Spring, N. Y., Gm Warp, of Cornwall, N. Y., 
being second. 

The chief interest, however, centered on the College 
races, as most of the spectators wore the colors of either 
College, the color of Harvard being red, and of Yale blue. 
After the prizes had been given to the winnets of the 
single scull race, a pistol was fired as the signal for the 
Freshman boats to come to the starting point. At once 
the excitement commenced, the spectators began .to move 
nervously in their seats, the ladies fanned themselves, ad° 
justed their bonnets and ribbons, and gave other signs of 
agitation ; and when the blue turbans of the Yale men 
Were secn passing through the causeway, they were cheered 
most lustily, as were also the Harvard boys when they 
made their appearance. These crews were composed of the 
following persons:

ahead as they passed Regatta Point. Jt was evident that 
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both of the crews were nervous, for they threw considerable 
water both in putting their oars in the water and in taking 
them out. The Yale crew was evidently a good one, and 
if they could live up to the stroke they had when they 
passed the Point, it was evident that the Harvards would 
find them very ugly antagonists. In going to the stake- 
poat, the Yale crowded the Harvard boat unnecessarily, as 
it appeared to us, and the Harvards subsequently claimed 
3 foul, which was not allowed. The rounding of the 
stake-boat could not be seen from Regatta Point, but 
presently one of the shells appeared in view, and all was ex- 
citement again to make out her colors. At this moment 
somebody loosed a red balloon, which went sailing up in 
the air and induced some enthusiastic Yalensian to shout 
out, “ Harvard's gone up,” and so it proved, as far as 
the Freshman race was concerned, for the Yale crew came 
in ahead, making the course in 19 minutes 38 1-4 seconds, 
the time of Harvard being 20 minutes 6 seconds. As the 
winning boat passed Regatta Point, cheers loud and long 
went up from the throat of each blue-ribboned youth who 
eould yell, and the Harvard men looked proportionately 
sid, especially the Freshmen, who bet on their comrades, 
regardless of appearances, and were constantly badly bitten 
in their pockets. At the close of the race the judge’s boat 
was rowed up to Regatta Point, and a silver goblet was 
presented to each member of the winning crew. 

If the excitement was great over the Freshman race, 
how shall we describe the eager anticipation with which 
the appearance of the University crews was awaited after 
they had been summoned to appear by the warning pistol. 
We will not attempt to describe it, but it appeared as intense 
asit could have been if it were known-that the twelve 
young men were to run a race together, and that the 
vanquished would be shot. However, in a few minutes 
the contending boats made their appearance, and were re- 
ceived with loud, prolonged and vociferous cheering. 
They were manned as follows:

Again Yale won the inside, and after everything was in 
readiness the boats were started for the contest of the day. 
¢, The pulling of both crews was splendid, each stroke being 
"fall and clear, the oar-blades entering and leaving the 
water with scarcely a ripple. The stroke of the Harvard 
crew was like clock-work, long and fast, and as nearly 
perfect as anything in the way of rowing we ever expect 
tosee. ‘They rowed with their bodies evea more than with 
their arms, keeping their backs straight and their heads 
up. The Yale crew, however, rowed more with their arms, 
what is called the ‘‘ Battery stroke,” and it was no difficult 
matter to see that they were greatly over-matched. So 
they went up @ the stake-boat, the Harvards neither 
lengthening nor quickening their stroke, and gradually 
drawing away from the Yale crew, which was evidently 
nervous and excited. After some minutes, which appeared 
almost hours, we notice a white flag being waved in the 
direction of the stake-boat, and presently one of the boats 
made its appearance. “It’s Yale!’’ shouts one, “It’s 

Harvard !’’ yells another, and finally, as the red turbans 

became distinctly visible, the Harvard boys broke forth in 

their peculiar hurrah, which resembles a Rebel yell as 
much as anything else we know of. As the Harvard boat 
neared the point, the crew were working as steady as clock- 
work, and evidently had something left if it was called for. 

There was, however, very little chance for this, as Yale 

was too far behind. If the Yale boys had been excited 

over the Freshman race, the Harvard boys were frantic 

over the University. They yelled, they threw up their 
caps, three or four made bouquets of themselves by clasping 
each other round the waist, neck, arm, hat, or any portion 
of their body or person they could get hold of. Ladies 
waved their handkerchiefs, and, as the Harvard boat passed 
the judge’s some twenty or thirty Magenta colored 
balloons sailed up in the air. The Yale crew were over a 
minute behind the Harvard, and were evidently much dis- 
tressed. The stroke at every pull he took threw back 
his head as if endeavoring to make up in motion what he 
lacked in power. The time made by the Harvards was 
the fastest on record for a six-oared crew, viz., 18 minutes 
12 3-4 seconds, the time of the Yale boat being 19 minutes 
25 1-2 seconds. ‘The time of the celebrated Gersh Banker 
ctew, of Yale, was 18 minutes 37 seconds. 

After this race, the Harvard crew were presented with a 
gold medal apiece, by Mr. Lrxcoty, on behalf of the city of 
Worcester, and with the champion flags by Wm. Braxte, 
Esq., the stroke of 66, on behalf of the judges. The Harverd 
crew are a splendid lot of fellows, and are in excellent con- 
tition; and as none of them are Seniors, we expect to hear 


even better things of them next year. The muscular de- | 
Velopment of these young men was something beautiful to 
behold—No, 5, W. W. Riczanns looking in peculiarly fine 
condition. 











Soon after the conclusion of the University race, Jupiter 
Pluvius, who had so kindly held back his showers for 
a space opened his water-floods, and poured down rain in 
abundance. However, no pleasure is without its accompa- 
nying ill, and one would be willing to take a ducking any 
time for the privilege of seeing such another race as that 
we have just described. 





AFTER GETTYSBURG AND AT WILLIAMSPORT. 


Ir is incomprehensible that Meade should not have 
known that Lee was already beginning to withdraw on the 
afternoon of July 3, 1863. A gentleman of high position 
and peculiarly quick apprehension, who was in Gettysburg, 
upon his housetop, watching the tide of battle, stated that 
he knew the moment when the Rebels gave up, as Jost, the 
battle of Gettysburg, from the rumbling of their trains. 
Up to a certain period (if memory serve, the 3d, p. m.) the 
sound showed that these were all directed along the roads, 
from the West, toward that town. Then came a pause. 
When the noise re-commenced, the roar and rattling 
demonstrated that the trains were directed from the town, 
toward the West and the mountains, upon the roads by 
which they had originally come up. Was Meade’s ear, 
acclimated to the din of battle, less acute than the hearing 
of this civilian observer of events ? 

Meade missed the golden opportunity, and we find that 
Hunt, his chief of artillery, declared he “ would have 
liked to see the attack made,” and that if “ asked, I would 
have advised an attack,’ which, if ‘‘ successful, we should 
most likely have captured all of it” (the Rebel artillery). 
Meade allowed, thirty-six hours to elapse before he made 
any attempt at pursuit. When he did move, whither did 
ke direct his victorious army, all of it but a portion of one 
corps? Upontheenemy? No. Examine the map for 
the direction of his march, and that of Lee. The latter 
took the direct road to Williamsport. 

To him that wills, ways are seldom wanting. 

The longest way round is the surest road home. 

That is a wise delay which makes the road safe. 

On the 7th of July Lee reached the position in which he 
seemed to invite attack. It was not until the 12-13th that 
Meade was up, in front of him, in full force. This last 
was the day that the council of war was held, which ad- 
vised against fighting. 

Lee had had six days, and he made the most of them. 
Meade was every hour violating the axiom, “If your enemy 
is intrenching, and it is your intention to attack his 
position, do not delay a moment. Every hour’s delay may 
cost the loss of a thousand men in an assault.” 

About the middle of May, 1867, in company with a 
general who distinguished himself at Gettysburg, the 
writer visited Lee’s position on the Potomac. 

We drove from Hagerstown about four miles down the 
Sharpsburg pike, and then turned off #bout two miles to 
the west, upon a covutry road, to the Episcopal College of 
St. James, or, rather, to speak more correctly, the former 
College; for, since the breaking out of the “ Slaveholder's 
Rebellion,” it has ceased to be a centre of religious educa- 
tion. 

From the summit of this grand old edifice, surrounded 
by spacious outbuildings and dependent constructions, the 
Rebel Lieutenant-General A. P. Hill contemplated, in July, 
1863, the approach, development and establishment of the 
loyal lines. The view from this elevation is very command- 
ing. The observer, if he has a soldier's eye, or a soldier’s 
mind, if he has been militarily educated, or accustomed to 
military reflections, looking out thence after his drive (in 
the Spring), can comprehend the distribution of the ground, 
and its suitableness to the posting of troops. This College 
was situated directly in the interval between the Union 
and Rebel lines. ‘The hedge to the north, along the road 
leading to Williamsport, was cut down sufficiently /ow, so. 
as not to impede the play of the Rebel batteries, and yet 
left sufficiently igh to shelter the numerous Rebel sharp- 
shooters along that route. A little to the north of the 
College, in a pretty situation, stands a low-roofed Southern 
dwelling, formerly owned by the Rebel Colonel Brethed, in 
1863 chief of artillery to J. E. B. Stuart. Its present 
possessor is an extremely courteous, communicative and 
highly intelligent gentleman. When Lee fell back from 
Gettysburg, July 4-7, 1863, Dr. owned a farm or 
plantation down on the Neck near Williamsport. His 
house at that time was one of the headquarters, or the re- 
sort of a number of the Rebel generals who seemed to 
have communicated freely their ideas to him. Among 
them was that Pickett, notorious for his hanging the 
Loyal North Carolinians. Dr. seems to have become 
possessed of all the information requisite to a full under- 
standing of Lee’s movements at that time. He answered, 
most courteously snd lucidly, all our questions in this con- 
nection, which were not afew. With true Southern hos- 
pitality, he invited us to his house, and offered to show us 
the Rebel lines. This, however, was unnecessary, as we 
could understand them sufficiently from the roof of St. 
James’ College, from maps and from personal observatioa 
of the ground. These lines on the left were said to be 
completely “in the air,” if any lines can be “in the air” 
in a country which affords very strong natural positions at 
every little interval. No line can be said exactly to be 
‘‘in the air” which rests on a very defensible position, 
| such as a wood, a marsh, etc. This left, however, was de- 
| fended by earthworks. A young cavalry officer, who, 
ably as he used his sword, was even more competent with 
his pen, wrote home that “from the Observatory on the 
Cemetery Hill, at Hagerstown, he himself saw distinctly 
the Rebels working like beavers on their entrenchments.” 
In regard to the strength of their earthworks, there lie on 
the table on which this is written, the observations of three 











officers or soldiers who were on the spot. 

One has been quoted above. The second, a General by 
brevet, enters in his diary that Lee’s “line of works 
| through which he passed, were by far the strongest I have 
| seen yet, evidently laid out by engineers, and built as if 
| they meant to stand a month's siege. The parapet was a 
good six feet wide on top, and the guns, which were very 
thick, were all placed 0 as to get a perfect cross fire and to 
sweep their whole front.” The third, a remarkably intel- 
i ligent soldier of the Sixth corps, testifies that “‘the Rebel 











works in their front were built of wheat sheaves covered . 


with earth, so slightly covered that when he jumped upon 
them they let him through. In the rear of these was a 
very strong line of gopher holes and rifle pits.” Grant 
this. These conflicting views are nevertheless all true. 
They may have looked formidable, and even have been so, 
but one observer tes‘ed them with his eye, the other by his 
actual touch. Again, if both were correct as to their 
strength, it only proves what is most likely, that Lee’s 
lines were of unequal strength in different localities, and, 
like the feet of Nebucadnezzar’s image, part of iron and part 
of clay, were of most unequal strength in different parts. If 
an attack had been directed at one of the weak spots ir 
this long line the results must have been disastrous. Wood- 
bury reports a conversation in which Lee admitted that the 
following remark made by Meade was true: “ At Freder- 
icksburg, General Lee, I pierced your lines, and if I had 
been supported, as I expected to be, I should have defeated 
you.’ Apply this admission to the case under considera- 
tion. when the Union troops were fresh from victory and 
the Rebels from a stunning defeat. 

The Rebel lines crossed the road from St. James’ College 
to Williamsport, near a large white house, about half a 
mile west of the college. The country occupied by the 
Rebels is undoubtedly very strongly defensible. Asa mili- 
tary position it is superior to Antietam or Sharpsburg. 
The latter is, for this country, comparatively clear and 
rolling rather than strictly hilly. The position assumed 
by the Rebels in July, 1863, is broken, rocky, marshy, 
and densely wooded in many places. The district thus 
occupied by Lee is known as the “marsh land,” and is 
said to extend northward to the Pennsylvania line. In 
this neighborhood, to the north of the college, it is drained 
by Marsh Creek, a little stream which crosses the Sharps- 
burg Pike, about a mile south of Hagerstown; thence it 
finds its way into the Potomac, just below Williamsport. 
Lee’s line of defence on the right rested on this river, 
covering the point at which he established his bridge at 
Falling Waters and the ford at Williamsport. It stretched 
thence along the high grounds through Downaville, on 
toward the left, as a general thing, along the north bank 
of this Run, through a very defensible country, to a point 
a little north (east ?) of Hagerstown. 

The Union line commenced at Funktown, on the Antie- 
tam Creek, where it winds around a hill toward Hagers- 
town, across the Pike to that place, which was broken up 
and entrenched. Union batteries were established on this 
hill, which commanded all the low or cleared country from 
Funktown (the scene of a brisk cavalry engagement July 
8th), toward Hagerstown (the scene of another of Buford’s 
slashing blows, July 6th). The spires of the latter place 
can be seen from this rise. The map obtained on the spot 
is not at hand, but it seems sufficient to state that the 
Union lines extended thence to the Potomac, parallel, it 
might be said, to those of the Rebels, but there was an in- 
terval in places of considerable extent between them. 

As has been elsewhere observed, according to the ideas 
of some of those who have written or spoken on the sub- 
ject, that Lee’s weak point was his left, if, as claimed, that 
left was en aire. If so, this left, like the knolls of Sags- 
chutz at Leuthen or Lissa, December 5, 1757, was accord- 
ingly at once the strategical and tactical key-point, the 
vulnerable heel, at which Meade should have aimed his 
principal blow. Lee, however, seems to have supposed 
that his adversary would mass in the direction of St. James 
College, and try to break through his lines in that quarter. 
Impressed, it is reported, with this idea, Lee brought to- 
gether a large number of guns to sweep this ground in 
case that such an attack should be made in that direction. 

The writer is of opinion that the Union forces would 
have been able to break Lee’s lines wherever the ground 
was favorable, turning his left at the same time, if ‘in the 
air,” and taking his position in reverse. 

The Rebel army mustered at Chambersburg, July, 1863, ¢ 
according to its morning reports, ‘67,000 bayonets, or 
above 70,000 of all arms,’’* and after he returned into Vir- 
ginia the deficit was 27,217 ; consequently he had less than 
43,000 men at Williamsport to defend from 9 to 14—aver- 
age 11 1-2 miles of works, which allows about 3,800 men 
to a mile, and therefore he was deficient in men. 

General C , heard Dr. ——, say that Lee’s Army 
was thoroughly demoralized. By this, we understand him 
to mean, as, no doubt he did, in everything but in courage. 
The Rebel troops were almost starved. They had swept 
the country of everything which could be made available 
in the way of provisions, to such an extent that flour itself, 
immediately afterward, was very scarce among the inhabi- 
tants. They must have been short of ammunition also. 
That Meade did not attack with so many chances in hit 
favor is even more inexplicable than McClellan’ conduct at 
and after Antietam, the preceding year. We have stated 
what we have seen and heard. Let military critics judge 
from the testimony before the “ Committee on the Conduct 
of the War,” and from the facts of the result. It would 
almost seem as if Lee, argued in July, 1863, from the same 
premises as Goergey in April, 1848. Goergey excused his 
audacious manceuvres, while opposed to Windishgratz, on 
the plea, that “‘in his presence many a stragetic sin might 
be committed with impunity.” 

On the evening of July 13th, the Rebels were still in 
their positions. ‘The Loyal troops confronting them in 
mass that whole day. ‘The next morning all but the rem- 
nant under Pettigrew were safe across the Potomae. 

The same cavalry officer hereinbefore referred to, writin 
home, July 18th, corroborates the statement that, “ Pleas- 
onton made a dash as Lee was hurriedly crossing, and com- 
ing upon the rear brigade of the Rebels, captured nearly the 
whole of it. It was a desperate thing for cavalry with- 


* Concede that the calculations of Butterfield, Chief of the Staff, 
and Sharpe, Chief of the Bureau of Secret Intelligence, were correct, 
and that the Rebels invaded Pennsylvania with 103,000 men—Meade’s 
own estimate was 104,000 to 105,000. Deduct losses on the same bssis, 
35,000 to 40,000, and Lee would then have had from 63,000 to 68,000. 
It is well known that he was almost destitute of provisions, and there 
is every reason to believe that his ammunition of all kinds run 
very short. In this case he was deficient in means. 

From any data accessible to the writer, although he has collected 
quite a large library on the war, it is next to impossible to arrive at 
Meade’s torce in front of Lee’s lines on the 12th-l3th July, 1863, 
but if the first calculation, hereinbefore given, is near correct as to 
the Rebel numbers, Meade’s must have as two to one, or, ac- 
cording to the second, at least three to their two; the first proportion, 
however, is most likely the correct one. 
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out infantry su to charge infantry behind breast- 
works—yet the o was given. It was done—the charge 
was repulsed; it was repeated, and although the cavalry 
the ground with their dead bodies, it was success- 
ful.” How Lee, with such an accumulation of testimony 
to the contrary, can assert that he sustained no loss on this 
occasion, is one of the causes why the writer is induced to 
place no reliance upon his reports of his battles. 

Meade’s own attest is in existence, that “his cavalry had 
overtaken and captured a brigade of infantry fifteen hun- 
dred strong, two guns, two caissons, two battle-flags, and 
a large number of small arms.” “ During the night of the 
13th, General Kilpatrick, while examining his picket-line, 
became convinced from certain well-known indications, 
that the enemy was leaving his front. He at once dis- 
patched a courier to the Headquarters of his Chief with 
this information; and then, without waiting for orders, 
asembled his command at 3 o’clock a. M.; was in motion 
at 7 a. M.; charged and drove a portion of the rear guard 
of the enemy into the Potomac at Williamspart. He then 
rushed rapidly down the river, and came upon the enemy’s 
rear guard one mile from Falling Waters, consisting of a 
division of infantry under the command of Major-General 
Pettigrew. So quickly had Kilpatrick come upon this 
General that he was taken wholly by surprise, his artillery 
captured before it could be placed in position, and Petti- 
grew himself killed (mortally wounded) in a sabre charge, 
made by Major Webster, of the Sixth Michigan. Fora 
long time did this veteran division of infantry, struggle to 
be:t back the gallant cavalry, but finally broke and fled 
in wild disorder, unable longer to resist the rapid persistent 
charges of our men, and the destructive fire from Penning- 
ton’s artillery. In this battle upward of fifteen hundred 
prisoners, two guns, three battle flags were captured, and 
the ground was covered with killed and wounded Rebels. 
Thus ended this fight at Falling Waters.” 

The guns on the Rebel left had nearly, if not fully, twelve 
miles to go to reach the bridge at Falling Waters. Where 
were our pickets? The moon rose 3: 365 a. m., and the sun, 
4:40 a.m. ‘Lheir withdrawal must have been accompanied 
with some noise or confusion, Where were Colonel 
Sharp's detectives? His record is sufficient to show that 
he was not asleep! 

From this let us turn to another consideration. The 
Union troops were in the finest of spirits, and anxious to 
fight. ‘The following quotations from a letter written by 
an officer who was on this field, shows the spirit with which 
our men were animated : “‘ From what I haveseen myself, 
I should judge Lee retires to Richmond ; or, perhaps more 
correctly, to his own soil, with at the least estimate, thirty- 
five thousand men less than when he invaded the North. I 
sincerely believe heis a badly whipped man, and a vigorous 
pursuit wiil go wonderfuliy to close the work so gallantly 
achieved by the Western forces.”” (Referring to the Union 
successes at the West.) “ Our whole army is in fine spirits. 
Aman who would not fight in a country, where in patsing 
through the tuwns and villages, tae temales, young and 
aged, assemble to greet your arrival with baskets of food, 
p tchers of water and wine, and shower all kinds of kind- 
nesses upon you, is noman, Thus, for the first time, our 
men realized the difference between fighting on our own 
soil and that of the enemy, where everything is gall and 
bitterness before you.” 

It is scarcely possible to conceive how, under such cir- 
cumstances, Meade could restrain himself from attacking 
Lee at this time. n the 8th of July he telegraphed : 
“ The spirit of the Army is high; the men are ready and 
willing to make every exertion to push forward.” Noth- 
ing occurred between this date and the 14th, to lower this 
tone in the Army,on the other hand Meade could have 
justitied himself in case of any reverse by what amounts to 
positive orders from Washington, to fight. On the 13th, 
Halleck telegraphed : 

You are strong enough to attack and defeat the enemy before he 
can effect acrossing. Act upon your own judgment. ake your 

enerals execute your orders. Call no councilof war. It is proverb- 
ial tha’. councils of war never fight. Reinforcements are pushed on 
as rapidly as possible. Don’t let the ene iy escape. 

With such a telegram in his pocket, Meade would have 
been absolved for any stroke of audacity. ‘To calm obser- 
vation it seems almost incomprehensible how he could re- 
strain himself from letting loose his powers upon the en- 


emy. 

How different was the reasoning, decision and action of 
Thomas at Nashville; of Sheridan at Five Forks. Of 
these two battles it has been truly remarked that, as re- 
garded results, they were the battles of the war. This is 
eminently so; but is it not likewise true of Sheridan's 
actions in the Shenandoah Vailey? Still, take it all in 
all, the finest example was afforded by Thomas. His 
plans and their carrying into effect in the battle, and his 
action and activity after the battle, crowned him and his 
subordinates with glory. When the dispassionate history 
of the war is written, and mal interests no longer 
conflict with the truth, Nashville will stand forth as the 
consummate battle of the war, and equally unsurpassed 
in its resultiveness. Meade had the same opportunity at 
Williamsport, July 12-13, 1863. ° 

In conclusion, to resume the consideration of Lee's suc- 
cessful evasion : 

Crawford led the infantry advance which discovered the 
Rebel withdrawal. What, Kilpatrick effected with his hand- 
ful of cavalry would seem all sufficient to prove what 
might have been accomplished, had our troops been more 
on the alert, and had a general attack been made. Lee's 
passage of the Potomac reflects the highest credit on the 
Rebel Lieutenant Generals, on the skill of their engineers, 
and on the steadiness of their troops. Although, 
French had destroyed their regular pontoon bridge at 
Falling Waters, they nevertheless improvised two bridges, 
partly from pontoons recovered from the wreck, partly from 
canal boats, partly from pontoons hastily constructed of 
boards and planks gathered or gleaned from the adjacent 
country. This feat equalled Bernard of Saxe Wiemar s pas- 
sage (Sept , 1635), of the Saar at Walderfingen ona bridge of 
wine barrela or catks, whereby he escaped the overwhelm- 
ing forces - pee ery | — in his rear. On this bridge

alry, now led by Ewell, linked arms, and thus interlaced 
and steadied, forded the river in mass, nearly shoulder deep. 
There was a wild story that thousands were drowned ; our 
informant said not over three men lost their lives. 

A few hours later this fording would have been impos- 
sible since the river rose two feet immediately afterward, in 
consequence of a heavy rain (13th), just before Lee moved. 
It seems as if Providence had determined to make the 
wrath of men to praise or serve him ; that an impertubable 
but patriotic Daun should leave Gettysburg unimproved even 
in the same degree as Hockkirch, in order that the army 
of Northern Virginia, like the veteran phalanxes of the 
French revolution, should maintain itself, and escape until 
its end had been accomplished ; and then it, itself, should 
perish as a tool useless in the future, on the battle field. 
How else is it possible to explain its escape from that cer- 
tain destruction, impending over it like the sword of 
Damocles, by a single hair, after Antietam in 1862, and 
after Gettysburg in 1863, except that it was protected by a 
higher power until that fighting population, which filled 
and fed the Rebel regiments and made future peace or set- 
tlement impossible, was impoverished or rubbed out. Then 
the arch of the Rebel strength began to crack in the dis- 
comfiture of it hosts, and with the destruction of the key 
stone, the Army of Northern Virginia, the whole fabric 
went to pieces and fell into chaotic ruin ANCHOR.

SUBAQUEOUS PROJECTILES. 


Srece this era of armor-plated ships of war it is plain 
that more has been thought of subaqueous explosions than 
heretofore. Turpedoes and other devices, whereby gun- 
powder and other explosive bodies, enclosed in water-proof 
cases, and fired by electrical or percussive expedients, have 
come to be regarded as of great avail in modern naval war- 
fare. Much admits of being stated in favor of subaqueous 
explosions as a means of marine attack. The bottom of an 
iron ship-of-war is, and ever must remain, her weakest part. 
Naval architects are too much puzzled to reconcile the sea- 
going qualities of ships with the enormous weight armor 
ships have now to bear to permit the belief that the armor 
system will ever beextended along the bottom under water. 
For this reason, as well as others to be presently adduced, 
the bottom and the deck of an iron ship-of-war must re- 
main the most vulnerable part, always assuming the proper 
means of vulnerability to be at command With respect to 
attacking a ship through her decks, a plunging fire is in- 
dicated, either by firing down upon the deck from an ele- 
vated battery, or by dropping shells upon the deck under 
some system of vertical fire. Weare well aware of the 
chances against the hitting of a ship’s deck under the cir- 
cumstances specified quite as well as of the correlated fact 
that tne hit, if delivered, would be most fatal. It is not, 
however, with the disabling or destroying of a ship-of-war 
through the effect of projectiles delivered through her deck, 
that we now propose to concern ourselves, but with a sys- 
tem of submarine attack communicated to our Admirality 
in the year 1862, on or about the 20th of November, by a 
gentleman, not the inventor, but with the inventor's per- 
mission. Equally with the inventor's permission we now 
communicate the particulars of this mode of attack, not 
any more than himself seeing any cause for keeping the 
method secret. 

It is somewhat extraordinary, that among the number of 
schemes of subaqueous explosion for warlike purposes, there 
is hardly any record beyond what we are now to make of 
subaqueous projectiles, The ingenuity of engineers seemed 
to restrict itself to the proposition of establishing a mine at 
some fixed point in a channel, and then allowing it to stay 
at rest until an enemy’s vessel might happen to pass over 
it, when by some sufficient device the mine should explode. 
Yet it would seem more desirable, if it could be effectuated, 
to launch a subaqueous projectile against a ship than to 
await the contingency of a ship passing over a stationary 
mine. The only sort of subaqueous projectile that come 
prises the conditions of prolonged flight—if flight be the 
appropriate word for such a medium as water—is the 
rocket; and granting the rocket’s competence to take effect 
in a watery medium, then the use of this missile demonstra- 
bly presents enormous advantages over every other pro- 
jectile that could be launched against a ship. Long before 
‘1862 it had been known that a rocket would propel itself 
through water, and therein generate considerable projectile 
force; but the specific novelty of the proposition laid 
before the British Admiralty, in November, 1862, was that

An ordinary

| the rudder would be regulated by experience. A rocket 
| thus arranged when ignited, as might readily be accom- 
plished by electricity, wou'd obviously tend to go straight- 
| forward until the exhaustion of its propulsive force. Unlike 
|an aerial projectile, which may incur deflection in any 
plane, a subaqueous rocket, arranged as here described, 
could only experience deflection laterally, vertical aberra- 
tion being prevented by the float and regulating stays. A 
rocket, however used, is endowed with certain advantages an 
ordnance projectile has not. To the dimensiors of a rocket 
there are hardly any imaginable limits ; then, again, its first 
| moment of flight being attended with no initial shock, many 
explosive bodies may, if desired, be used for charging rocket 
heads, though wholly incapable of employment by ordinary 
artillery. To fire aslung rocket, like the one just described, 
from a ship against a ship, would not be very difficult ; but 





the special service indicated to the War office and Admir- 
alty, as falling within the province of these slung rockets, 
was that of establishing a perpetual protection at harbor 
mouths. It is easy to understand that an entire coast line 
might be converted into a battery of such slung rockets at 


convenient distances apart, and converging, if » to- 
ward one or more points whereat a hostile fleet might be 
expected to pass. Equally easy it is to understand that 
aby number of these slung rockets might be kept in per- 
petual communication with an electric reserve, whereby 
they might be discharged when necessary.—Engincer. 








Tux following design has been offered for a monument to 
be erected at Amherst College, to those of its alumni who 
fell in war of the Rebellion. 

The monument is designed to be executed in bronze, and 
consists of a equare sub- base, with semi-circular projections 
on each side for the reception of two figures, hereafter 
mentioned ; the main plinth is in the form of an ellipse, 
with square projections on the front and rear for the recep- 
tion ot tablets, whereon will be written the names of the 
dead soldiers to whose memory the monument is erected, 
the principal battles in which they were engaged, and other 
suitable inscriptions. ‘Two figures, one representing His- 
tory in the act of writing the word “ Amherst” on a 
tablet, and the other, Justice, both draped in the antique 
classical costume, are introduced for the decoration of this 
part of the structure. At the top of the plinth is a rich 
entablature with pediments over the front and rear projec- 
tions, embellished with heraldic stars. Above, and resting 
on the pediments, in front of the base of the upper central 
shaft, is a palm branch ; the shaft is capped by a half 
globe bearing the inscription “ E Pluribus Unum,” while 
its face is adorned with an oak wreath enclosing the wérds 
“In Memory Of.” 

This shaft serves as a support to two upright figures, one 
a United States soldier in undress uniform, and the other a 
young student in civil dress, absorbed in thought. Between 
and above these two figures, with one foot resting on the 
globe, is a figure of the Goddess of Liberty which crowns 
the whole structure. One hand grasps the national banner, 
in the folds of which the figure is partially enveloped, 
while the other hand holds aloft a wreath of laurel. Al- 
though the design embodies five figures, yet their arrange- 
ment is such as to make the monument appear simple, and 
it undoubtedly has certain merits of originality in concep- 
tion.

ALTERATIONS TO THE WAMPANOAG’S EN- 
GINES. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir:—The alterations to the valves and steam chests of 
the geared engines of the Wampanoag are rapidly approach- 
ing completion. A strong force has been engaged upon 
them, and the great facilities of machine shops in the yard 
have enabled the reconstruction to be pushed forward with 
celerity. Considerable doubt has been expressed by en- 
gineers as to whether the alterations decided upon and now 
nearly completed will be sufficient to make the main valves 
function properly. Notwithstanding the criticisms to 
which the engineer-in-chief has been subjected, it cannot 
be questioned that he has directed these additions to 
the Wampanoag's engines to be applied with a pruper re- 
gard for economy. 

It is all very well for outsiders—ignorant of the fact 
that the engines of this vessel occupy more space than any 
screw engines in the world—to talk about “ rushing the 
work through,” and “hurrying the engines to comple- 
tion.” Rome was not built in a day. It is certainly 
much better policy for the engineer-in- chief to feel his way 
gradually, and make such alterations and changes as sub- 
sequent trials may show to be necessary, than to rush 
blindly forward and reconstruct these engines on a priori 
ground, without the light of experiment to guide him. It 
may take several more years to get everything properly 
arranged, but let the impatient bear in mind that the Wam- 
panoag is built of live oak, and in the most thorough man- 
ner, so that it is not at all likely dry rot will set in for a

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A LETTER FROM A DESERTER. 


Auruoven we are constantly in receipt of letters from 
members of Company Q, who are in the guard-house, it is 
seldom that we are favored by a deserter, as these gentle- 
men usually renounce all interest in military matters as 
soon as they doff the blue. The following letter is from @ 
man who informs us privately he wrote just before desert- 
ing his Company. It may be amusing to some of our 
readers to see how we are constantly urged to grind the 
little ax of the various malcontents, and we therefore pub- 
lish Mr. Deserter’s letter, after having removed its sting 
by the omission of names and localities: 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sim :—Permit me, through the columns of your valuable 
journal, to present to its readers, the Army especially, the 
condition of a Company of United States Engineers, sta- 
tioned at Barracks. Though it may be considered 
by some that I have cast a stigma upon my name by the 
act of desertion, yet if the condition of the Company is 
taken into consideration, all reasonable persons will execrate 
the cause which led to my desertion, and express sympa- 
thy for the spirit which could no longer encure the abusive 
and degrading treatment exercised in the company. To 
say that this treatment is exercised by the officers of the 
company, would be an assertion my conscience would re- 
volt at uttering, for their kind treatment of the men com- 
mands the highest respect and esteem. I would especially 
speak of the commanding officer, Major , as a thorough 
gentleman, and in no wise would I use other words to 
lessen the character of the remaining officer of the company, 
Lieutenant Both are deserving, and are truly worthy 
of the highest respect and esteem for their kind treatment 
ofthe men. May the Army Register be honored with 
many more such estimable officeas. But to speak of the 
non-commissioned officers of the company: they, be it to 
their everlasting disgrace, were the only cause of my de- 
sertion. Not all of the non-commissioned officers are in- 
cluded. The ali-important sergeants are the detestable 
creators of the abusive and degrading treatment of the 
privates. To gratify and satiate their prejudice and pas- 
sions they treat nearly all of the privates as menials. In 
this category of abominatiuns I will respectfully omit 
three sergeants. The others, being devoid of good breed- 
ing and education, and degraded with brutal passions, are 
the ones who consider themselves the executive branch of 
the company. ‘The most dire abomination to the company 
is the first’ sergeant: low-bred, and utterly degraded with 
brutal passions, is this chief of “yellow stripes.” He 
speaks of acommision. May the Army Register be saved 
the diegrace of such a character. Incapable of writing the 
most common communication, is this ignoramus who “pre- 
sides over the destinies” (as he says), of the company. 
His actions make it quite apparent that the officers of the 
company are a mere matter of ornament and form, and 
that he is the real commander of the company. 

Having faithfully served my country in the time of her 
trial; enduring the privations and hardships incident to a 
long and sanguinary war; the horrors of Libby Prison 
and Andersonville—is it not heart-rending to know that I 
am now a deserter from the United States service—that 
service I once patriotically served to sustain the Union? 
As long as the condition of the company remains as it is, 
how can a man remain in it, though he may most utterly 
detest desertion? To the credit of the company in one re- 
spect, I will affirm that it contains some intelligent men— 
men of good-breeding and education. But how degraded 
their position! Ifa man of good-breeding and education 
joins the company, he is at once disgusted with the man- 
ner in which it is conducted by the sergeants, and is liter- 
ally driven to desertion. Though some good men still 
remain, yet they only experience acomparative convict state. 
I give this publication that that it may be brought to the 
notice of the commanding officer of the company, who I 
sincerely desire should be brought to a true comprehension 
of the manner in which the company is conducted by the 
sergeants. If this should meet his notice, I earnestly de- 
sire that it may tend to better the condition of my once 
endeared comrades now in the company. Though absent 
from them, they are still as endeared in my memory as 
wore their happy associations personally cherished. With 
regret I left them. But the degraded life to which I was 
subjected, drove me to violate all conditions of enlistment, 
and as those abominable would-be officials (entering the 
service, because they were a disgrace to good civil suciety), 
undoubtedly say, have forever stigmatized my name. ‘Lo 
be as ignorant, low-bred, and degraded with brutal pas- 
sions as they are, I consider a worse and more loathing 
stigma than mine; for theirs is ever present with them 
and at all times very plainly seen. Oh, apostate country, 
when will you learn to respect the true defenders and 
supporters of your Union, your Liberties, and your Laws!

NATIONAL MILITARY INSTRUCTION. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir :—In your issue of July 20, 1867, you havean article 
concerning the proposed plan of Major J. H. Whittlesey, 
for ‘* carrying out the provisions of the act of Congress, 
authorizing the President, upon the application of any col- 
lege of sufficient size, to detail an officer of the Army to 
act as President or professor in such college.”” Allow me to 
correct some mistakes in that article. 1st. The above is not 
the odject of Major Whittlesey’s plan. In his circular of 
May 20th, now before me, he says: “ The 26th section of 
the army bill of 1866, providing for the detail of a limited 
number of officers of the Army at colleges, has been found 
inoperative in practice, and serves barely to mark the sense 
of Congress, that the time has come to inaugurate some 
comprehensive national system of military education, radiat- 
ing from West Point, and drawing its sustenance and in- | 
spiration from that pure fountain of military science,” 
and then proceeds to detail his plan, the main points of 
which are given in your article. He has submitted his 
plan to many if not all the leading colleges, and you inform 


herst to try his plan, providing Congress passes his bill. 
Your article closes with these words, “ Amherst having 
been one of the first colleges to demonstrate the utility of 
gymnastic physical education, is eminently suited to be the 
first to establish a department of military instruction.” _ 

I have no fault to find with this sentence except that it 
would lead to the false belief that “ military instruction ” 
had not been introduced into any of our colleges. Norwich 
University, Vt.,hashad adepartment of military instruction 
as one of its leading features sinceits organization(more than 
twenty years), and is now a military college with an army 
cfficer at its head, and is organized under the 26th section 
of the act approved July 28, 1867, and which Major 
Whittlesey says, has proved “ inoperative.” It may have 
proved “ inoperative” elsewhere, but not here ; and when- 
ever it has proved “ inoperative,’ the defect was not in the 
bill, but arose from the decision of the of Secretary ot 
War, that “ an officer detailed on such duty was not on duty 
in the sense that entitled him to full duty pay, but might re- 
ceive pay from the instruction.” Hence it became generally 
inoperative ; for only retired officers were detailed by the 
War Department, and they are not willing to assume such 
duties without pay, and the colleges as arule are not willing 
to pay for military instruction. The fault is not so much 
in the bill as in the decision, but yet the bill is very defec- 
tive. The faculty of Norwich University, where military 
instruction has been a leading branch since its organization 
do not wholly approve of Major W’s proposed bill or plan, 
and have suggested to him a substitute embodying these 
points : 

Ist. To amend section 26 of act approved July 28, 
1866, so that officers detailed under it may receive duty pay. 

2d. To provide for at least one such college in each state. 

3d. To provide for a ‘ Bureau of Military Instrtction ” 
as in Major W’s, plan. 

4th. Same provisions concerning distinguished graduates 
as in Major W’s plan: that the selections for appointment 
into the Army be made by a Board of Army officers de- 
tailed for that purpose. 

5th. Same provisions for detail, pay, subsistence, etc., of 
instructors, assistants, and musicians as in Major W's plan. 

6th. To provide that the chief mlitary instructor in each 
State detailed under this bill, shall instruct the military 
officers of the State at such times and places asmay be des- 
ignated by act of Congress. 
It is believed that this plan would produce the desired 
result at a very much less cost than Major W’s original 
plan, and that the last provision would secure a systematic 
and uniform organization and method of instruction for 
the military of the whole country, and thus render military 
instruction truly national. I have already extended this 
article too long, but as evidence that the past graduates of 
Norwich University remembered their military instructions, 
I may not refrain from alluding to the career of some of 
those on her “ roll of honor,”’ who were general officers in 
the Union Army during the late Rebellion. I will only 
give some of their names. Their deeds speaks, for them. 
Major-Generals George M. Dodge, F. E. G. Ransom, R. 
H. Milroy, Truman Seymour, * George C. Strong; Briga- 
diers G. P. Buel, Fred W. Lander, Seth Williams, George 
Wright. Trusting your interest, in the cause of national 
military instruction will pardon this long article. I remain, 
yours, a.

NEW BOOKS. 
Miss Ravenet’s CONVERSION FROM 
aLtty. By J. W. De Forest. 
& Brothers. 

Under the above title the Harpers publish a war novel 
which will repay perusal. Its scenes are laid in New 
Boston, @ city of the mythical State of Barataria, and also 
in New Orleans and Louisiana. The heroine, Miss Lillie 
Ravenel, is the daughter of a Dr. Ravenel, who, at the 
breaking out of the war, had for twenty years been Pro- 
fessor of Theory and Practice in the Medical College of 
New Orleans. Although the doctor was a South Caro- 
linian by birth, he is represented as a thorough Union 
man, who was compelled to come North to avoid the dis- 
agreeable consequences incident upon his refusal to show 
the authorities of New Orleans how to make fuses for 
bomb-shells. The story opens shortly after the capitula- 
tion of Fort Sumter, when Mr., afterward Captain, Ed- 
ward Colburne, of New Boston, makes the acquaintance of 
Miss Ravenel. Colburne is a college-bred man, who is 
just commencing the practice of the law, and is depicted 
as a very fine character, such a one, in fact, as is rarely 
met in real life. The other chief character in the book is 
Lieutenant-Colonel, afterward Colonel and General, John 
T. Carter, who ie a Virginian by birth and a graduate of 
West Point, who, having resigned his commission, enters 
the service again at the breaking out of the war, and is 
placed in command of a volunteer regiment. Colonel Car- 
ter is a fair picture of a certain class of men of whom 
there were many in our Army during the war of the Re- 
bellion—men who were good soldiers, but who were much 
addicted to hard drinking and frolicking, although always 
competent and ready for their duty. We have said these

men were soldiers; they were so much that they cared but | 


little for the side on which they fought, and would have 
made equally as good Rebels had they happened to have 
gonein the Southern army. Colonel Carter is described as 
“a little above the middle height, with a full chest, broad 
shoulders, and muscular arms; brown, curling hair, and a 
monstrous brown mustache, forehead nut very high, nose 


| straight, and chin dimpled, brown eyes, at once audacious 


and mirthful, and a dark, rich complexion, which made 
one think of pipes of sherry wine as well as of years of 
sunburnt adventure.” Captain Colburne commands a com- 
pany in Colonel Carter’s regiment, which is in the first 
expedition against New Orleans. Colonel Carter proves to 
be a model regimental commander, and is made Provost 
Dr Ravenel subsequently comes 
to New Orleans with his daughter, who falls in love with 
Colonel Carter, and is married to him, although the doctor 
is at first bitterly opposed to the match. After his mar- 
riage Colonel Carter, fora time, mends his ways, and is 
the moet loving of husbands. Miss Ravenel is at first, of 
course, a bitter Rebel, but an attack on her father by a 
ruffian in New Orleans commences her conversion from 
the doctrine of State sovereignty, which is entirely com- 
pleted, we infer, when she marries a Union officer. After 
his marriage, Colonel Carter is placed in command of a 
brigade, and Captain Colburne is made his Assistant Adju- 








tant-General and confidential friend. In an evil hour 
Colonel Carter determines to go to Washington to see 
about his promotion to a Brigadier-Generalship, but on the 
way he meets a dapper little Creole widow, with whom he 
becomes very intimate, in fact, has a liaison. Carter all ° 
this while lives a luxurious life, and becomes largely in- 
debted to the Government, and finally clears his accounts 
in a rather improbable manner by burning up some trans- 
ports Carter is finally made a Brigadier-General, his in- 
fidelity is discovered by his father-in-law, and General 
Carter is shot in battle, thus leaving his widow free to 
marry Captain Colburne, which she finally does. 

The book is written in an easy, readable style, and the 
writer has evidently been an actor in many of the scenes 
he describes. On page 193, however, he commits the egre- 
gious blunder of making ignorami the plural of ignoramus. 
‘The character of Carter is very well drawn, and we have 
known many officers like him inthe Army. ‘The title of 
the book does not fairly describe its contents, but Miss 
Ravenel’s Conversion will doubtless serve to while away 
many an unemployed hour of both those that have been 
and still are in the service, especially those who belonged 
to the Nineteenth Army Corps, or served in Louisiana.

Nores on Tue Ortcin, NaturE, PREVENTION AND TREAT- 
MENT OF Asiatic CyoLeRA. By John C. Peters, M. 
D. New York: Published by D. Van Nostrand, 192 
Broadway. 

The principal interest in the Surgeon-General’s Report, 
drawn up by Dr. Woodward, clusters around the origin. 
and spread of cholera in the U. S, Army in 1866. 

“The epidemic appears from the record to have radiated 
distinctly from two clef centres. Originating in the 
overcrowded barracks of Governor's Island, N. Y. Har- 
bor, in the immediate vicinity of an infected city, through 
which recruits passed with more or less delay before ar- 
rival, the infection spread by readily traceable steps to 
Hart’s Island and other posts in the harbor, and was car- 
ried thence to Tybee Island, Georgi:, per steamship San 
Salvador. Also from Hart's and Governor's Islands to 
Louisiana, by way of New Orleans, per steamship J/er- 
mann Livingston; to Texas by way of Galveston, per steam- 
ship Zevas, with recruits from Hart’s Island. The proba- 
bilities appear to be that the disease was carried from New 
Orleans up the Mississippi river to various military posts 
on that stream and west of it, for there are a sufficient 
number of known cases of the transfer of the epidemic 
from one post to another in this region to put this view of 
the whole movement beyond reasouable doubt.” 

It was also carried to Richmond, and thence to Norfolk, 
Virginia. 

“The other principal centre appears to have been New- 
port Bar:acks, Ky., where the disease was plainly intro- 
duzed from the infected city of Cincinnati, on the opposite 
side of the Ohio river. It is in evidence that it was car- 
ried thence to Nashville and Memphis, Tennessee, and also 
to Augusta and Atlanta, Georgia. In the latter places the 
disease did not extend beyond the infected recruits, by 
whom it was imported. In many cases, however, it in- 
volved the rest of the command.” 

Dr. Peters’ book, which by the way is written in a very 
readable style, contains many similar facts about the old 
Army of the United States in 1849 and 1854. ‘The chap- 
ter on the conveyance of cholera from India to Europe 
and America in 1865-66, is particularly interesting (see 
page 171) in this connection, although every chapter has 
been selected by some different reviewer as worthy of 
special commendation. To know a disease is to rob it of 
half its terrors; and no one can read this interesting book 
and plead ignorance of its subject. A more invigorating 
book it would not be possible to name. It removes fear 
by the process of actual demonstration; and fear is chol- 
era’s chief feeder. It contains a complete history of chol- 
era, its origin, prevention and treatment. ‘To professional 
apd army men it cannot but be of the highest value, while 
to the general public, a careful reading of a sensible work 
like this must be beneficial.

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A LETTER FROM A DESERTER. 


A.tnoven we are constantly in receipt of letters from 
members of Company Q, who are in the guard-house, it is 
seldom that we are favored by a deserter, as these gentle- 
men usually renounce all interest in military matters as 
soon as they doff the blue. The following letter is from 
man who informs us privately he wrote just before desert- 
ing his Company. It may be amusing to some of our 
readers to see how we are constantly urged to grind the 
little ax of the various malcontents, and we therefore pub- 
lish Mr. Deserter’s letter, after having removed its sting 
by the omission of names and localities: 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir :—Permit me, through the columns of your valuable 
journal, to present to its readers, the Army especially, the 
condition of a Company of United States Engineers, sta- 
tioned at —— Barracks. Though it may be considered 
by some that I have cast a stigma upon my name by the 
act of desertion, yet if the condition of the Company is 
taken into consideration, all reasonable persons will execrate 
the cause which led to my desertion, and express sympa- 
thy for the spirit which could no longer encure the abusive 
and degrading treatment exercised in the company. To 
say that this treatment is exercised by the officers of the 
company, Would be an assertion my conscience would re- 
volt at uttering, for their kind treatment of the men com- 
mands the highest respect ana esteem. I would especially 
speak of the commanding officer, Major ——, as a thorough 
gentleman, and in no wise would I use other words to 
lessen the character of the remaining officer of the company, 
Lieutenant Both are deserving, and are truly worthy 
of the highest respect and esteem for their kind treatment 
ofthe men. May the Army Register be honored with 
many more such estimable offices. But to speak of the 
non-commissioned officers of the company: they, be it to 
their everlasting disgrace, were the only cause of my de- 
sertion. Not all of the non-commissioned officers are in- 
cluded. The ali-important sergeants are the detestable 
creators of the abusive and degrading treatment of the 
privates. To gratify and satiate their prejudice and pas- 
sions they treat nearly all of the privates as menials. In 
this category of abominatiuns I will respectfully omit 
three sergeants. The others, being devoid of good breed- 
ing and education, and degraded with brutal passions, are 
the ones who consider themselves the executive branch of 
the company. ‘The most dire abomination to the company 
is the first’sergeant: low-bred, and utterly degraded with 
brutal passions, is this chief of “yellow stripes.” He 
speaks of a commision. May the Army Register be saved 
the diegrace of suzh a character. Incapable of writing the 
most common communication, is this ignoramus who “‘pre- 
sides over the destinies” (as he says), of the company. 
His actions make it quite apparent that the officers of the 
company are a mere matter of ornament and form, and 
that he is the real commander of the company. 

Having faithfully served my country in the time of her 
trial; enduring the privations and hardships incident to a 
long and sanguinary war; the horrors of Libby Prison 
and Andersonville—is it not heart-rending to know that I 
am now a deserter from the United States service—that 
service I once patriotically served to sustain the Union? 
As long as the condition of the company remains as it is, 
how can a man remain in it, though he may most utterly 
detest desertion? ‘To the credit of the company in one re- 
spect, I will affirm that it contains some intelligent men— 
men of good-breeding and education. But how degraded 
their position! Ifa man of good-breeding and education 
joins the company, he is at once disgusted with the man- 
ner in which it is conducted by the sergeants, and is liter- 
ally driven to desertion. Though some good men still 
remain, yet they only experience acomparative convict state. 
I give this publication that that it may be brought to the 
notice of the commanding officer of the company, who I 
sincerely desire should be brought to a true comprehension 
of the manner in which the company is conducted by the 
sergeants. If this should meet his notice, I earnestly de- 
sire that it may tend to better the condition of my once 
endeared comrades now in the company. Though absent 
from them, they are still as endeared in my memory as 
wore their happy associations personally cherished. With 
regret I left them. But the degraded life to which I was 
subjected, drove me to violate all conditions of enlistment, 
and as those abominable would-be officials (entering the 
service, because they were a disgrace to good civil suciety), 
undoubtedly say, have forever stigmatized my name. ‘To 
be as ignorant, low-bred, and degraded with brutal pas- 
sions as they are, I consider a worse and more loathing 
stigma than mine; for theirs is ever present with them 
and at all times very plainly seen. Oh, apostate country, 
when will you learn to respect the true defenders and 
supporters of your Union, your Liberties, and your Laws!

NATIONAL MILITARY INSTRUCTION. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir :—In your issue ot July 20, 1867, you have an article 
concerning the proposed plan of Major J. H. Whittlesey, 
for ‘* carrying out the provisions of the act of Congress, 
authorizing the President, upon the application of any col- 
lege of sufficient size, to detail an officer of the Army to 
act as President or professor in such college.’”” Allow me to 
correct some mistakes in that article. Ist. The above is not 
the object of Major Whittlesey’s plan. In his circular of 
May 20th, now before me, he says: “ The 26th section of 
the army bill of 1866, providing for the detail of a limited 
number of officers of the Army at colleges, has been found 
inoperative in practice, and serves barely to mark the sense 
of Congress, that the time has come to inaugurate some 
comprehensive national system of military education, radiat- 
ing from West Point, and drawing its sustenance and in- 
aspiration from that pure fountain of military science,” 
and then proceeds to detail his plan, the main points of 
which are given in your article. He has submitted his 
plan to many if not all the leading colleges, and you inform 





herst to try his plan, providing Congress passes his bill. 
Your article closes with these words, “ Amherst having 
been one of the first colleges to demonstrate the utility of 
gymnastic physical education, is eminently suited te be the 
first to establish a department of military instruction.” _ 

I have no fault to find with this sentence except that it 
would lead to the false belief that “ military instruction” 
had not been introduced into any of our colleges. Norwich 
University, Vt., hashad adepartment of military instruction 
as one of its leading features sinceits organization(more than 
twenty years), and is now a military college with an army 
cfficer at its head, and is organized under the 26th section 
of the act approved July 28, 1867, and which Major 
Whittlesey says, has proved “ inoperative.” It may have 
proved “ inoperative” elsewhere, but not here ; and when- 
ever it has proved “ inoperative,” the defect was not in the 
bill, but arose from the decision of the of Secretary ot 
War, that “ an officer detailed on such duty was not on duty 
in the sense that entitled him to full duty pay, but might re- 
ceive pay from the instruction.” Hence it became generally 
inoperative ; for only retired officers were detailed by the 
Wier Department, and they are not willing to assume such 
duties without pay, and the colleges as arule are not willing 
to pay for military instruction. The fault is not so much 
in the bill as in the decision, but yet the bill is very defec- 
tive. The faculty of Norwich University, where military 
instruction has been a leading branch since its organization 
do not wholly approve of Major W’s proposed bill or plan, 
and have suggested to him a substitute embodying these 
points : 

lst. To amend section 26 of act approved July 28, 
1866, so that officers detailed under it may receive duty pay. 

2d. To provide for at least one such college in each state. 

3d. To provide for a ‘ Bureau of Military Instrtction ” 
as in Major W’s, plan. 

4th. Same provisions concerning distinguished graduates 
as in Major W’s plan: that the selections for appointment 
into the Army be made by a Board of Army officers de- 
tailed for that purpose. 

5th. Same provisions for detail, pay, subsistence», etc., of 
instructors, assistants, and musicians asin Major W's plan. 

6th. To provide that the chief mlitary instructor in each 
State detailed under this bill, shall instruct the military 
officers of the State at such times and places as may be des- 
ignated by act of Congress. 

It is believed that this plan would produce the desired 
result at a very much less cost than Major W’s original 
plan, and that the last provision would secure a systematic 
and uniform organization and method of instruction for 
the military of the whole country, and thus render military 
instruction truly national. I have already extended this 
article too long, but as evidence that the past graduates of 
Norwich University remembered their military instructions, 
I may not refrain from alluding to the career of some of 
those on her “ roll of honor,”’ who were general officers in 
the Union Army during the late Rebellion. I will only 
give some of their names. Their deeds speaks, for them. 
Major-Generals George M. Dodge, F. E. G. Ransom, R. 
H. Milroy, Truman Seymour, * George C. Strong; Briga- 
diers G. P. Buel, Fred W. Lander, Seth Williams, George 
Wright. Trusting your interest, in the cause of national 
military instruction will pardon this long article. I remain, 
yours, 2.

Miss Ravenet’s CoNVERSION FROM 
atty. By J. W. De Forest. 
& Brothers. 

Under the above title the Harpers publish a war novel 
which will repay perusal. Its scenes are laid in New 
Boston, # city of the mythical State of Barataria, and also 
in New Orleans and Louisiana. The heroine, Miss Lillie 
Ravenel, is the daughter of a Dr. Ravenel, who, at the 
breaking out of the war, had for twenty years been Pro- 
fessor of Theory and Practice in the Medical College of 
New Orleans. Although the doctor was a South Caro- 
linian by birth, he is represented as a thorongh Union 
man, who was compelled to come North to avoid the dis- 
agreeable consequences incident upon his refusal to show 
|the authorities of New Orleans how to make fuses for 
bomb-shells. The story opens shortly after the capitula- 
tion of Fort Sumter, when Mr., afterward Captain, Kd- 
ward Colburne, of New Boston, makes the acquaintance of 
Miss Ravenel. Colburne is a college-bred man, who is 
just commencing the practice of the law, and is depicted 
as a very fine character, such a one, in fact, as is rarely 
met in real life. The other chief character in the book is 
Lieutenant-Colonel, afterward Colonel and General, John 
T. Carter, who is a Virginian by birth and a graduate of 
West Point, who, having resigned his commission, enters 
the service again at the breaking out of the war, and is 
placed in command of a volunteer regiment. Colonel Car- 
ter is a fair picture of a certain class of men of whom 
there were many in our Army during the war of the Re- 
bellion—men who were good soldiers, but who were much | 
addicted to hard drinking and frolicking, although always | 
competent and ready for their duty.

‘The character of Carter is very well drawn, and wo have 
known many officers like himinthe Army. ‘The title of 
the bock does not fairly describe its contents, but Miss 
Ravenel’s Conversion will doubtless serve to while away 
many an unemployed hour of both those that have been 
and still are in the service, especially those who belonged 
to the Nineteenth Army Corps, or served in Louisiana.

CHOLERA. 


Nores on tHE Ortcin, Naturg, Prevention AND TREAT- 
MENT OF Asiatic CooLERA. By John C. Peters, M. 
D. New York: Published by D. Van Nostrand, 192 
Broadway. 

The principal interest in the Surgeon-General’s Report, 
drawn up by Dr. Woodward, clusters around the origin. 
and spread of cholera in the U. 8S. Army in 1866. 

“The epidemic appears from the record to have radiated 
distinctly from two clffef centres. Originating in the 
overcrowded barracks of Governor's Island, N. Y. Har- 
bor, in the immediate vicinity of an infected city, through 
which recruits passed with more or less delay before ar- 
rival, the infection spread by readily traceable steps to 
Hart’s Island and other posts in the harbor, and was car- 
ried thence to Tybee Island, Georgi, per steamship San 
Salvador. Also from Hart’s and Governor's Islands to 
Louisiana, by way of New Orleans, per steamship J/er- 
mann Livingston; to Texas by way of Galveston, per steam- 
ship Yexas, with recruits from Hart’s Island. The proba- 
bilities appear to be that the disease was carried from New 
Orleans up the Mississippi river to various military posts 
on that stream and west of it, for there are a sufficient 
number of known cases of the transfer of the epidemic 
from one post to another in this region to put this view of 
the whole movement beyond reasonable doubt.” 

It was also carried to Richmond, and thence to Norfolk, 
Virginia. 

“«'The other principal centre appears to have been New- 
port Bar:acks, Ky., where the disease was plainly intro- 
duzed from the infected city of Cincinnati, on the opposite 
side of the Ohio river. It is in evidence that it was car- 
ried thence to Nashville and Memphis, Tennessee, and also 
to Augusta and Atlanta, Georgia. In the latter places the 
disease did not extend beyond the infected recruits, by 
whom it was imported. In many cases, however, it in- 
volved the rest of the command.” 

Dr. Peters’ book, which by the way is written in a very 
readable style, contains many similar facts about the old 
Army of the United States in 1849 and 1854. ‘The chap- 
ter on the conveyance of cholera from India to Europe 
and America in 1865-66, is particularly interesting (see 
page 171) in this connection, although every chapter has 
been selected by some different reviewer as worthy of 
special commendation.

It contains a complete history of chol- 
era, its origin, prevention and treatment. ‘To professional 
apd army men it cannot but be of the highest value, while 
to the general public, a careful reading of a sensible work 
like this must be beneficial.

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FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL ITEMS. 


M. Caupressy Bassomrrerre has invented a new 
shrapnel projectile, which is of a cylindro-conical shape, 
and is made up of two parts cast one upon the other. The 
interior part or core consists of a thick cylinder, the sur- 
face of which is covered with pyramids, the bases of which 
are two or three-tenths of an inch apart. This is coated 
with a wash of clay or lime, and an exterior covering is 
cast upon it, the clay keeping the two parts from forming 
aunion. This envelope, of course, can be formed to suit 
any style of rifling. The bursting charge is placed in the 
core, and upon its explosion the cylinder is torn along the 
furrows at the bases of the pyramids, which now act like 
wedges against the outer part and break it in pieces. Upon 
experiment it was found that a shot weighing fifteen and 
a half pounds, the core of which had seventy pyramids 
upon its surface, broke into 145 fragments. One hundred 
and twenty-five of these were found in a trench in which 
the explosion occurred, and twenty upon the ground near 
by. More than a pound and a half of the metal could not 
be found. ‘Lhe bursting charge was half a pound of pow- 
der. 

Ove of the instructors of musketry at Woolwich report- 
ed in favor of the five-grooved short rifle, which he found 
to be as superior to the long rifle in accuracy at 750 and 
800 yards range, as the SxipeRis superior to the old En- 
field. The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have, 
in consequence, ordered a detachment of twenty picked 
men to be armed with the two weapons to go through a 
competitive course of firing. 

Carrain Cowper Putrrs Cores had command of the 
Royal Sovereign one of his cupola ships, during the late 
naval review. 

Tur Jumna, one of the new iron screw steam-trans- 
ports was lately tried at the measured mile outside the 
Plymouth breakwater. The average of six runs at full 
boiler, was 14.65 knots, and of four runs at half-boiler 
power, 11.77 knots. The Jwmnais loaded six inches deeper 
than was the Luphrates, and this is therefore considered the 
better ship of the two. 


Tue French are transforming their old three-deckers 
into transports, with three tiers of stabling for horses. 
Some of theso vessels will carry 1,200 horses, and the Navy 
will at any moment undertake to transport 25,000 animals. 
In the Crimean war the Navy was understood to have 
achieved a memorable feat when it carried 3,000 horses to 
Eupatoria. 

Or the 112 rifles offered for the £1,000 prize of the 
British National Rifle Association, nine have been selected 
for a closer test. ‘These are the weapons of Messrs. ALBINI 
and Bragnpuin, Mr. Remineton, Major Fosnery, Mr. 
Burton (two systems), Mr. Pganopy, Mr, Martini, Mr. 
Jostyy, and Mr, Henry. Each of the accepted competitors 
must within four months of receiving the notice furnish for 
further experiment, six copies of his specimen arm with 
1,000 rounds of ammunition, and will receive £300 for his 
expenses, 

Mr. Fraser, Civil Engineer, the Deputy-Assistant Su- 
perintendent of the Royal gun factories at Woolwich, and 
inventor of the cheap gun known by his name, has been 
paid £5,000 as a first installment of a sum to be paid in 
recognition of his services. Another report says he has re- 
ceived £10,000, and will have £5,000 more next year, 
which will be a very handsome though by no means ex- 
cessive reward. If Mr. Fraser were to begin the manufac- 
ture of his guns in a workshop of his own, he would 


_ probably calculate his charges so as to make at least as 


much as £15,000 a year for many years to come. 


Tur following is an extract from a letter dated on board 
steamer Stockdale, up Missouri River, July 10, 1867: “The 
movements on the Missouri River are about completed, and 
the old District of the Upper Missouri, which consisted of 
all the posts on the river, from Randall up, garrisoned by 
the old Thirteenth Infantry, has been discontinued. The 
new arrangement is to have three districts instead of one, 
each to be under the command of the commanding officer 
of the regiment that holds the posts in the District. Col- 
onel Reeve, of the Thirteenth, goes to the command of the 
Sun River District, consisting of two posts, both held by 
his regiment. The Sun River post, Fort Shaw, is to be 
built this year as far as possible, and is to be a six-company 
post. Major Clinton, of the Thirteenth, is now in command 
of the troops at that point. General Terry, commanding 
Department and Staff, Colonel Reeve, and two officers of 
his regiment, go up to Bentonon this boat. General Terry 
came across the country from St, Paul, arriving on the 
Missouri River at Fort Berthold on the 3d inst. We ex- 
pect to reach Fort Stevenson (new post below old Fort 
Berthold) to-morrow night, when General Terry will come 
on board, and the trip up will be continued.

THE JAPANESE RAM STONEWALL. 


N a few weeks, the once famous ram Stonewall 

will leave Washington Navy-yard for Japan. Three 
hundred thousand dollars have already been paid down 
by the Japanese Commissioners for this vesse!, and the 
remaining quarter of the purchase money wil! not be 
long in forthcoming. 

Japan has made a very good bargain in adding to 
her navy this respectable war-ship. The Stonewall 
was one of those mongrel iron-clads which aimed at 
striking a mean between the Monitor and the high- 
sided armored vessel. She had two so-called ‘‘ sta. 
‘tionary turrets ’’—a misnomer intended to signify 
a pair of stout casemates, one at each end of the ves- 
sel; and between them the hull was carried, as in the 
Monitor invention, but a short distance above the 
water. In speaking of the Stonewall while she was 
yet boastfully flying the Confederate colors off Lisbon, 
we showed how, by her peculiar construction, she 
could carry a greater thickness of armor than an ordi- 
nary high-sided, broadside iron-clad. The fact that 
the Stonewall was built in a foreign port makes it 
plain, also, that she was designed to be a craft capa- 
ble of making long voyages, and of attaining respect- 
able speed. 

It is not likely that (the Stonewall will be ‘called 
upon to encounter iron-clad vessels for some time to 
come, if, indeed, ever, in her Japanese career. But, 
against many of the French and English iron-clads, 
or armored vessels which are the product of French 
and English dock-yards, she might be able to acquit 
herself with credit. She is much lower in the water, 
except at her casemates, than many of the British 
armored vessels, and hence offers a smaller target to 
them than ‘they would to her. With an American 
Monitor, indeed, she would have no chance; but with 
the bulkier and more unwieldy of the British ships 
she could make a good fight, though she is more thin- 
ly clad’ than they. Moreover, she has very good 
speed and comparative ease in manoeuvre. 

The main feature of the Stonewall’s career, hither- 
to, has been her encounter with the Niagara—or, 
rather, her quasi challenge to an encounter, which by 
us was not accepted. The affair off Lisbon, in the 
last year of the war, is too familiar to require recall- 
ing in detail. But we may at least say that we are by 
no means inclined to believe that an indelible disgrace 
was fixed upon the Niagara at that time. For beau- 
ty and buoyancy of model, for speed under sail, the 
Niagara was, indeed, a sort of yacht America on a 
large scale—in fact, she was built by the lamented 
GrEorGE STEERS, the designer of the yacht America. 
But this beautiful ship was supplied with an arma- 
ment consisting of the condemned 8-inch PARRotr 
rifles. Of these she had twelve, of which she could 





‘“Parrorts.” Now, the armament of the Stone- 
wall, though less in numbers than the Niagara's, 
was incomparably greater in effectiveness. And, be- 
sides, she was an iron-plated vessel, while both her 
opponents were wooden. ‘‘Iron hearts in wooden 
“‘walls”’ is very well in poetry, but is not always a 
prudent reliance in thisage of mechanism. The much 
better protected battery of the Stonewall could easily 
have: put her shells through the sides of both the 
Niagara and the Sacramento; onthe other hand, the 
artillery in the Niagara was unable, unless by a lucky 
shot (as will be seen in what we have hereafter to say 
on the Stonewall’s powers as against wooden ships), 
to do any zaaterial damage to its mail-clad antagonist, 
The service charge of those Parrott rifles was but six- 
teen poands of powder, and the danger attending 
their use would not have justified the Niagara in as. 
suming the responsibility of increasing it. Beside all 
this, there was presented, in the Niagara, the (to us) 
familiar case of a ship of unsurpassed model, having 
inadequate steam machinery and propeller. 

We speak of these things because, when the Stone. 
wall starts off for Japan, the particulars of her past 
career will unquestionably be recalled by the news- 
papers, and an unjust comparison again be made be- 
tween the Stonewall and the Niagara in the affair of 
Lisbon. We long ago explained the disadvantages 
under which the latter there labored, and now desire 
to forestall a repetition of hasty, popular criticism, 
The good name of the Niagara is still dear to those 
who have served in her. Had she been fitted out as 
she easily could have been; had she had power (which 
she easily could have had) to drive her through the 
water at the rate of thirteen or fourteen knots; had 
she had her original battery of 11-inch Dahlgrens, she 
might well now be ashamed of not attacking the 
Rebel iron ram at Lisbon. But the facts were other- 
wise. 

To return for a moment to the future career of the 
Stonewall. She will easily conquer any wooden vessel 
opposing her. The guns usually carried in wooden 
ships (except in some American frigates) would have 
to be fired at short range, and at very favorable ang'es, 
in order to inflict serious damage on anything worth 
calling armor. But the Stonewall need not expose 
herself to such disadvantages, since she has speed 
enough to enable her to choose position, so as to carry 
on the battle at long range ; or she could do still better 
by pointing her bow toward her upponent, since she 
ean fire directly ahead. This last advantage allows her 
to expose only a little surface to be hit, and that at an 
acute angle. Japan, therefore, has got a very respect- 
able vessel from which to build up better ones in an 
iron-clad Navy. 


THE question whether the Union victory at Gettys- 
burg should have been followed by an advance of the 
Union forces against Lez’s retreating army, is one of 
those which, from its very incertitude, is likely to pro- 
voke endless discussion for years, and perhaps for 
centuries. On the one hand, General Hancock, for 
example, is generally understood to have advised 
instant pursuit—the movement, of course, to be made 
by an advance of the Union left.

march was slow, is, of course, not questioned; thah

pecting attack, is also unquestionable. The first 

inference, therefore, is unfavorable to the Union Com- 

mander. But we must not be hasty in forming an 

opinion. The truth is that, after the battle of Gettys- 

burg, our Army had suffered too severely to move 

with tne briskness and unity possible before it. 

Again, the slowness of the pursuit is not to be laid 
bodily at the door of General MEADE, since his orders 
show that he urged the Army on, but many of the 
troops had become exhausted, and many of his best 
officers were gone, having been put hors de combat ; 

besides, the route of pursuit selected was much longer 
than that of the retreat. The position of LEE at 
Williamsport, also, was regarded as a strong one, and, 
although stronger ones have been carried, yet the 
Army had already undergone great labors in the intense 
heat. Above all, General MEADE had just come to 
the command of the Army; the campaign had been 
forced upon him, and had not been of his own 
choosing; he had no time to ‘‘get his army well in 
“‘hand.’’ That, under such circumstances, he should 
be content to hold secure the greatest victory of the 
war, Without perilling its fruits in the attempt to make 
it greater ; that he should reflect that the main im- 
mediate purpose for which he had been se suddenly 
ealled to command, namely, the repulse of tne formi- 
dable invasion of the North, was accomplished, and 
further results would require more deliberation, is but 
natural. 

We think, indeed, that the question is an open one, 
capable of much discussion and of opposite views. 
But we put down the points which, as it occurs to us, 
ought to be taken into consideration. Now that we 
know just what Ler did, and in just what condition 
his army was, we can easily imagine what greater 
things might have been done. But all these things 
could not be precisely known after the battle. The 
closet strategy which precedes battles is comparatively 
easy of execution; still more so is that closet strategy 
which follows long after battles, when all the results 
are known, and it only remains to make possible new 
combinations of means. Had General MEapr been 
called to the command at a much earlier date, had he 
held it as long as General Lex held that of the oppos- 
ing forces, he might possibly have been able to effect 
other results, or it may have been that the Army 
in itself, as has been said, ‘‘was not in condition to 
‘*respond to the wishes of General Mrapr.”” We 
should have had occasion to laud more highly his 
generalship had he defeated LEE at Williamsport; but 
that is entirely different from withdrawing praise for 
what was achieved, and different from implying blame 
for not achieving more. 





LAST week we had to say that the Miantonomoh 
was the only United States iron-clad in commission; 
we now add that this vessel has been ordered out of 
commission, and will lie up at League Island. The 
list of our Navy, elsewhere published, will, Lowever, 
show that a formidable array of nearly sixty armored 
vessels is ready at call for service. If we refer again 
to the imposing Spithead Review, in honor of the 
Sultan, we find the English home squadron, there ex- 
hibiting, to number eighty vessels, the war-vessels 
proper being divided mainly into three classes—iron- 
clads, wooden vessels and gunboats. The sixteen iron- 
clads embrace, first, our familiar friends the Warrior, 
Black Prince, Minotaur, Achilles, Lord Clyde, and 
so forth, whose faults of unwieldiness, thinness of 
armor, slowness of manceuvre, and immense draft, are 
such that, so far as we are concerned, even if they 
safely crossed the Atlantic, they could not enter one 
in ten of our ports, and where they did enter, the 
adroit, impregnable Monitors would soon sink them. 
Next we come to two or three wretched mongrels, the 
high-sided ‘‘ turret” ships, like the Royal Sovereign. 
These are absolutely beneath notice, there being noth- 
ing so ridiculous, in a scientific point of view, as a 
turret perched up on a high-sided ship. The Wyvern 
turret-ship, one of Larrp’s rams, built for the Anglo- 
Confederate navy, is not so despicable as Captain 
CotEs’ ship, but is not formidable to a genuine Yan- 
kee Monitcr. Then there are some small iron-clads— 
the Research, Viper, Vixen—not formidable enough 
todiscuss ; and the Waterwitch—hydraulic propeller— 
is probaby not worth the powder it would take to 
blow her up. 


The Bellerophon, on the other hand, is an iron- 
clad worthy of the name. The reasons that provoke 
our slighting mention of her sister iron-clads, provoke 
respectful mention of the Bellerophon. Indeed, we 
could never quite understand on what principle it was 
that most English journals, even including a few pro- 
fessional papers among them, indiscriminately praise 
all the British armored fleet from the Black Prince to 
the Bellerophon. The differences between the various 
models are so enormous that it would seem as if one 
‘‘with half an eye’’ would distinguish between them, 
praising the best and blaming the others for not being 
better. The descriptions of them show these differ- 
ences very plainly, and, beside, a mere glance at the 
vessels must indicate the diverse systems on which 
they are built. Forexample, the Bellerophon is nearly 
3,000 tons smaller than the Black Prince, and yet 
carries far thicker armor over the most vital portions. 


Mr. E. J. Reep, the Chief Constructor of the 
British Navy, has undoubtedly made his reputation 
out of the Bellerophon, which vessel has put him in 
an almost impregnable position. And yet, while we 
gladly concede to him all the professional credit he 
deserves, we cannot avoid expressing the belief that 
some of the best points in the ship were given to him 
by others; to him, therefore, the merit of these does 
not belong. The two leading points of merit in the 
Bellerophon (as compared, at least, with our American 
Monitor, which, as is well known, is, in our view, the 
typical modern ship-of-war) are her speed and her ex- 
treme handiness. She has also a better protection 
than her sister-ships for her battery and her water- 
line—gained by the partial application of the principle 
of concentration of armor, a principle only allowed 
free scope in the Monitor. This extra protection, 
however, would not avail her in a contest with a 
Monitor like the Puritan. Now, turning to the two 
other points, the speed of the Bellerophon is due to 
the fact that, though bluff and wretchedly modelled, 
and possessing a very low coefficient of performance, the 
magnificent and tremendous engines of JouN PENN & 
Sons, of London, urge her through the water at 
splendid speed. We wish that such machinery 
was supplied to our navy—such steam-machinery 
in the beautifully modeled Wampanoag, for example, 
would drive her, without doubt, over seventeen knots. 
Then, as to the handiness of the Bellerophon, she is 
handy because she tdok bodily the monitor balanced 
rudder. This rudder had been in use for years in the 
battles on our coast, and by its aid our war-ships kad 
been kept under perfect control. Meanwhile, the 
great English leviathans were rolling helplessly about, 
in some cases requiring ‘‘ twenty-four men at the 
‘*wheel.”” The monitor-rudder was seen, seized, and 
tried in the Bellerophon, with results miyaculous in 
English eyes, but commonplace in ours. 





One Mr. MAaGnan, of Montreal, lately forwarded 
to the British Army and .Vavy Gazette a circular, 
** containing,”’ as that paper tells us, ‘‘ severe reflec- 
‘*tions on the present course of proceedings at the 
‘* United States Naval Academy at Annapolis, Mary- 
“land.” Instead of giving the benefit of its circula- 
tion to what is without doubt a string of foolish slan- 
ders, the Gazette quietly remarks : 

We have no means of testing the accuracy of these allegations, but 
our knowledge of Admiral Porter induces us to believe he would 
not sanction any corrupt or inefficient instructors in the cadet school 
under his contro), and we dare say there is another side to Mr. Maa- 
nan’s story. 

The Army and Navy Gazette is both courteous and 
just in thus dismissing the circular of this unknown 
pamphleteer. For what quarters the publication was 
designed we do not know: at all events, the fame of 
it first reached us in the paragraph just quoted. The 
truth is, that }Vice-Admiral Porrer’s career at the 
Naval Academy has been not only commendable, but 
most brilliantly useful. Never before was such effi- 
ciency attained by the young midshipmen ; never was 
the school under such systematic arrangement; never 
such progress attained. This we say, not in the beat- 
en way of comment, but from actual knowledge, and 
from the concurrent testimony of many officers and 
gentlemen, whose interest in the Academy andgwhose 
ability to judge of it make their estimate trustworthy.

‘Last Legs’ there. The entrance of Jerr Davis 
was the signal for enthusiastic cheers, which the con- 
federate chieftain acknowledged by rising and bowing. 
The correspondent goes on to say: 

Then came calls for the ‘* Bonny Blue Flag,” *‘ Dixie,’’ and other 
standard Rebel songs. The orchestra gave them ‘ Dixie’? amid 
cheers. One of the more excitable John Bulls shouted so as to be 
heard above the tumult, ** We shall live to see the South a nation 
yet,’’ at which there was a fervent ‘‘ amen.”’ 

This writer goes on with what we suspect is an 
apochryphal yarn, about a scene after the departure 
from the theatre. 


Just as the carriage was leaving, an unknown person, ob- 
rerved only by a few, stepped up and handed Mr. Davis a note, 
which he carried to his home. Coming to the light it was opened 
and found to contain the single word, written in a bold hand, “ An- 
dersonville.” This, it is said, went like a dagger to his heart, and 
for some time his home was the scene of the greatest consternation.” 

The question{is, how did this reporter know what 
was going on? Was he concealed under the bed, or 
did he rush in from outside, at the sound of hysteri- 
cal shrieks? However, we have no doubt that ‘* An- 
dersonville”’ is a disagreeable theme for, Mr. Davis 
to think about, and the ten thousand Union boys and 
men who died of sheer neglect and cruelty there, must 
furnish unpleasant statistics for him to reflect upon. 

Se non e vero, e 
ben trovato. 





For the first time in history, an American Admiral’s 
flag floats in a foreign port. The Franklin, bearing 
the broad pennant of Admiral Farraaut, arrived at 
Cherbourg on Monday, and the Admiral, and all his 
officers that could, left as quickly as possible on the 
straight road for Paris.

ili. In connection with the preceding letter from the Adjutant- 
General’s Office, the attention of oilicers is called to the closing sen- 
tence of paragraph I, General Orders No. 226, of July 8, 1864, ** The 
Subsistence Department” [represented by officers on duty therein, 
making or controlling its issues) “** * shalidetermine * * what 
component parts of the ration, as equivalents, shall be issued.” It is 
the cuty of officers having on hand several articles of the same ration, 
as pork, bacon, salt beef, dried beef, fish, etc.; flour, hard bread, 
corn meal, etc. ; beans, peas, rice, hominy, etc.; to keep themselves 
constantly informed as to the number of rations of each article avail- 
able; ana, according to their relative numbers, condition, keeping 
quality, and convenience and expense to the Subsistence Department, 
determine in what relative proportion the different articles cf the 
same ration should be issued. They will, from time to time, commu- 
nicate such determinations to their commanding officers, requesting 
that orders may be given **to cause a relative proportion of the 
different equivalent articles to be drawn for and issued.”’ 

1V. Otlicers on duty in the Subsistence Department will, in all 
cases when a post is to be occupied a sufficient length of time to jus- 
tify the expense and it is desired by the commanding officer, make 
the necessary arrangements, as authorized by regulations or as they 
may be instructed by proper authority, to enable the troops to supply 
themselves with soft or loaf bread; but, when from any cause, 4 
quantity of hard bread has accumulated, it will be issued in such 
proportion, asin the op nion of the proper me.ical officer may nct 
injuriously affect the health of the troops. 

-V. Professional opinions of medical officers, in order to control 
issues adverse to the economical interests of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, must have the approval and orders of the commanding officer, 
and should cover only Jimited periods of time. A copy of such opin- 
ion and order must be filed with the oflicer’s return of provisions in 
explanation of issues made in conformity therewith.

Passep at THE First Session oF THe Fortinrrn Conorxss. 
[Pusiic—No. 25.] . 

Aw Act for the relief of certain soldiers and sailors therein designated. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America wn Congress assembled, That no soidier or sailor 
shall be taken or held to be a deserter from the Army or Navy who 
faithfully served according to his enlistment until the nineteenth of 
April, eightren hundred «nd sixty-five, and who, without proper 
authority or leave first obtained, did quit his command or refuse to 
serve after said date ; but nothing herein contained shall operate as 
a remission of any forfeiture incurred by any such soldier or sailor 
of his pay, bounty, pension or other allowances, but this act shall be 
construed solely as a removal of any disability such soldier or sailor 
may have incurred by the loss of his citizenship in consequence of 
his desertion. 

Approved, July 19, 1867.

of March, in the year one thousand eight huncared and sixty-seven, 
that the governments then existing in the Rebel States of Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgian, Mississippi, Ala:ama, 
Louisiane, Ficrida, Texas and Arkansas were not legal State govern- 
ments ; and that thereaiter saia governments, if continued, were to 
be continued subject in all respects to the military commanders of the 
Teepective districts, and to the paramount authority of Congress. 

Sue. 2. Be it further enacted, That the commnnder of any district 
named in said act shali have power, subject to the disapproval of the

Exection in Tue Frern Reciment.—An election for Major of this 
regiment took place at the armory in Hester street on Monday 
evening, the 22d inst.

Cavatry Bricape .—Brigadier-General Brooke Postley, command- 
ing the Cavalry brigade, is making strenuous efforts to have the Second 
Cavalry (Seventeenth regiment) and the First Artillery transferred 
to hiscommand.

Parrots which form the armament of the First Artillery. We expect, 
however, to see several changes in the organization of brigades during
